The tuner was by variable inductance, as were most in 1915 
and Fred reported that it worked fine, Fred took part in the February 21, 
1916 Washington's Birthday Relay, originated by 9XE. He and 8ON spent hours 
receiving the MSG, and relayed it as a part of the National Relay that gave 
Amateur Radio a great public image.

"I grew up in Minneapolis, MN, where I picked up the call 
9APA, in 1923. I held a scond-class commercial ticket that 
enabled me to earn part of my expenses at Carleton College, 
in Northfield, MN, where I was the operator of the college 
broadcasting station and for a time the operator of the sta- 
tion at neighboring St. Olaf College. $2.25 an hour was a 
good pay scale in those days and helped me build my own rig 
from a Ford spark-coil through a UV-202 to a UV-203. I re- 
ceived my B. A, degree from Carleton in 1929 and then took 
my PK, D. in economics from Johns Hopkins University, grad- 
uating in the depression of 1932. By that time amateur ra- 
dio had become a hobby I could no longer afford. The 203 
blew up in 1928 and it took me 30 years before coming back 
on the air as K9PZD, here in Illinois, in 1958." 

"My second go round re- | 
sulted in the usual activ- ~ 
ities qualifying me for 
OOTC, QCWA, DXCC, WAC-YL, 
WAS and Rag Chewers. I've 
not been very active but I 
do operate the rig as time 
permits, Ihave been treas- 
urer of the Chicago Chapter 
of QCWA for the last three 
years and also treasurer of 
the QCWA Convention 1979," 


I have had a very varied 
career starting in academ- 
ic life as a college pro- 
fessor at Ottawa Universi- 
ty, Ottawa, KS. continuing 
with a similar activity at 
Denver University. I join- 
ed the New Deal during the 
thirties. Following many different assignments in Denver, 
I became Executive Officer of Price under Ken Gaibraith, in 
Washington. When Congress decided that bureaucrats should 
have practical business experience, I became General Mana- 
ger of Howard Aircraft in Illinois, With no postwar future 
T left the Company to be President of Davidson Manufacturing 
Company until we sold it to Merganthaler Linotype.

In 1979 I was elected for a four year term as a trustee 
of the Village of Glen Ellyn so that I could worry about the 
problems of it's 25,000 people, attend millions of meetings 
and get paid $10 per month, less social security. This all 
complicates my getting on the air, but the rig still works, 
I do get on some times on both CW and Phone." 


HAROLD W. JOHNSTON, W7PN 


Harold (Hal) Johnston, W7PN, was born January 25, 1906, at 
St. Helena, California. He grew up in Watsonville and in 
Oakland, and acquired his first Amateur call 6CGL, in 1923. 
His first transmitter was a Ford Spark Coil, home-brew loose 
coupler § a piece of galena obtained from the local jeweler 
made up his first receiver. Hal acquired his commercial 
license and went to sea in 1924 until 1927. He has worked 
in broadcast, radio servicing, and a constructor for Sargent 
Rayment.

Amateur radio has been more 
than a hobby for Roy, NSRA, 
for many years. He began 
building crystal detector 
sets in 1920, while living 
in Cairo, Illinois, but 
soon graduated to the use 
of vacuum tubes (WD-11, 
WD-12, UX-200, UX-201 and 
then the ubiquitous UX-99 
series). 


First attempts at Amateur 
radio were nothing to brag 
about due to poor CW cap- 
ability, and necessity to 
use home brewed transmit- 
equipment built from scraps of wire and metals scrounged fm 
the local garage trash cans, However, with the proverbial 
Ford spark coil, Leyden jar condensers, and finally a real 
fine rotary gap, he made a few contacts and had the usual 
exciting experiences so many enjoyed in those days. 


There was no time for Amat eur radio for a youngster work- 
ing his way through college, so at this time hobbies fell by 
the wayside...but, once bitten by the bug, the truly inter- 
ested types, especially the experimentally inclined, can 
never get fully away from it. Hence, in 1931, when econom- 
ic conditions dictated a change (that's fancy talk for being 
laid off) the electrical engineering field lost a promising 
young man as Roy Albright entered apon what was to become 
a 30 year span of military life. That 30 years encompassed 
combat duty in Europe and Korea, and duty stations during 
peace-time in other countries and cities of the U. S. A. 


Throughout his military career Roy was in some phase of 
Radio and/or electronics as operator, instructor, adminis- 
trator, engineer or technical advisor.

BASIC TELEPHONE SWITCHING SYSTEMS, David Talley, W2PF, Hayden 
Book Co., N. Y., 150 pp., plus glossary and index, many 
iNlust. 


This author's book on the use of carrier systems in tel- 
ephony was reviewed in an earlier issue of QCWA NEWS. The 
present book is a comprehensive account of the arrangement 
and use of automatic switching gear in telephone systems. 


As did the previous book, this one demonstrates rather 
conclusively that Mr, Talley possesses a very complete and 
detailed knowledge of the working of telephone systems. To 
comprehend the nature of the book, it is probably necessary 
to accept the idea that telephone systems are considerably 
more complex than most people---even those with engineering 
experience in associated fields--would expect. The number 
of variations and options that are employed is very large. 


Mr, Talley has approached his subject in his usual, well 
organized and concise manner. As 1 noted in the previous 


review, the author has an unusual ability to present his 
material in what must be close to ideal sequence. His des- 
criptions, illustrations, and functional explanations of 


each of the components are grouped in such a manner that 
you could not apply description or function to the wrong 
illustration if you tried. The writing is simple and direct. 
Mr. Talley had no need for the use of "filler'' words, and 
there aren't any. The level of the book is just short of 
engineering level. In accordance with the statements in the 
authors preface, this was the intent. Virtually no mathe- 
matics is required for reading and comprehending. 


The arrangement of the book is in ten chapters. Each of 
the chapters is divided into between five and ten sections. 
The sectioning of the chapters is not arbitrary. Where the 
technical material called for a separation, Mr. Talley has 
made one. Each chapter concludes with a set of review 
questions whereby the reader may pace his understanding of 
the material. 


It would be unfair to the book not to make a further com- 
ment on the illustrations. A typical chapter may runas 
high as 15 illustrations. Both line drawing and photographs 
are used. The line drawings are directly pertinent to the 
material at hand and unnecessary elements have been omitted 
for easier comprehension. The photography ranges from very 
good to excellent. Every one is a professional photograph; 
not a snapshot in the bunch. In the very fewcases where 
the photographs present a moderate difficulty to interpret, 


the fault must surely be laid to the limited contrast and 
multi-lane nature of the equipment itself. 
Admittedly, the book is not for every reader, but if you 


can generate an interest in the intricacies of telephony, 
this is an excellent place to start. | should think that 
it would make an ideal preparatory guide for anyone con- 
sidering a career in this field.

NOSTALGIC REMINISCENCES of a TELEGRAPH OPERATOR, William E. 
Gerlach, W6BG, ex 6GE, W6QQS, Vantage Press, New York, 76 
pp.» illust., $4.95 


We are sometimes so close to history that we are unaware 
that the parade is still moving. How many times has each of 
us thought, "I'll never forget the detail of this.''-and yet 
we do forget. Who hasn't safd, "if I'd only takena picture 
that day.'! 


Qur radio art has developed primarily from the work of 
Heinrich Hertz, but we must also realize that it descended 
in part from the work of Samuel F. B. Morse. This of course, 
makes Gerlach's book pertinent to us. 


The parade continues andas the newer floats and bands are 
ever more glamorous, we tend to lose the continuity. Not 
too much is left of our past: either record, artifact or 
personnel. This fact together with the direct and unassum- 
ing method in which Bim's story is told gives an extraordi- 
nary importance to Mr. Gerlach's book. This importance is 
not readily apparent. The fact is, that this careful docu- 
mentation of one aspect of electronic communication is, in 
its area, a statement of our heritage. The author's nick- 
name, Bim, arises from sloppy sending of Bill in American 
Morse. 


Bim has an oddly engaging way of writing in pseudo-third 
person. One reads primarily in the third person but there 
is a continual haunting knowledge that the author himself is 
experiencing these things. Bim's writing technique gives 
also us an almost x-ray view of the character of the man 
himself. By using third person, he can, quite pardonably, 
set forth character traits which he could not do if first 
person were employed. Modesty would prohibit it. 


Do not search this book for the heroics of communications 
True there have been an appreciable number of such occasions 
chronicalled elsewhere, but the facts of life are that for 
every crisis, dally life requires that thousands of words 
of routine press and a myriad of figures must move over the 
wires. Bim and his ilk moved them. Likewise thousands of 
railroad orders had to precede the trains of another age. 
There is little doubt that the safety of railroad passengers 
was dependent upon the telegraphers evenas today our safety 
depends upon air traffic controllers. Unfortunately a man 
pounding away on a typewriter to a blistering series of 
clicks from a telegraph sounder does not seem to deliver 
the drama as well as a camera shot of an air controller 
with radar and associated gadgetry. 


Do not mistake my comments by reading from them that Bim's 
life and career were dull or uninteresting. To Bim, the 
wonder of communicating over long distances by means of a 
wire was never_lost. Although inhis words themselves, tel- 
egraphy was routine, youwill quite easily read between the 
lines that it was not. He was a master of his craft and 
proud of it. Adventure he experience also. He was at work 
in San Francisco April 18, 1906 when the earthquake struck. 
He was also at Yellowstone August 17, 1959, to witness a 
second. 


One of the things which beguiled Bim (me too) was the use 
of so-called commercial codes in telegraphy for the purpose 
of reducing the number of words required to convey a given 
amount of information. Bim explains some of these in some 
detail showing how error detecting and error proofing can be 
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built in, There is also discussed a clever numerical sys- 
tem wherein, for example, the figures 118 would Indicate to 
a shipmaster that he should call at five ports enroute: 
Honolulu, Yokahama, Kobe, Manila and Hong Kong, This choice 
is out of 37 possibilities for the three digits. Bim also 
gives a brief description of the origin and use of Phillips 
code which enabled operators to blast away at better than 
fifty words per minute. | Bim's own contributions to ency- 
phering were the Gerlach's Code Adapter Tables and the ed- 
iting of one edition of Phillips. 


The book contains information on telegraph operating rec~ 
ords which should prove interesting and which are probably 
not available elsewhere. 


The book was not stocked in the bookstores which | tried, 
but | mailed my check to the publisher and ‘back came the 
book.

ICEBOUND IN THE SIBERIAN ARCTIC, Robert J. Gleason, W3KW, 
Alaska Northwest Publishing Co., Anchorage, Alaska, 167 pp., 
Profusely illust., maps, appendix, bibliography. 


This book's subtitle, the Story of the Last Cruise of the 
Fur Schooner Nanuk, has to be one of the major understate- 
ments of quite a few years, The author was radio officer 


of the Nanuk, one of two vessels jointly employed in the 
fur trade between Siberia and the United States, The other 


vessel - 


was also a schooner, the Elisif 


The fur trade with the strangely cooperative Russians 
(circa 1929) was straightforward. However, the Arctic 
Ocean, with its nearly 1002 icepack was almost vindictive- 
ly hostile. The narrative style of the book is almost an 
informal diary. Robert Gleason was there and you will not 
doubt it. 


If | had to categorize the book in fewest words, | would 
use courage, perserverance, humanity. An attempted air- 
shuttle between Teller, Alaska and the icebound Nanuk to 
remove some of the personnel and part of a valuable cargo 
is one of continuing battle against the rarely absent fog 
of the Bering Strait. To read of the repeated attempts to 
get through the fog to the vessel (approx. 550 miles) you 
might believe that these pilots had never seen a proper 
landing strip. With only their eyes and dublous altimeters 
to guide them, they landed ski-planes in the most difficult 
places. 


One of the airplanes with two men aboard crashed. The 
search for the downed airmen involved airplanes, dog sleds 
and people from three nations (Russia, Canada and the United 
States). The tragic resolution of the search, the exhaust- 
ing continued search to locate and recover the kodies and 
the concern and dignity with which the bodies were treated 
would make more than a story in themselves. 


At the risk of almost paraphrasing my last paragraph, | 
could say that the reading of this book is to open a window 
on a part of our lives which may no longer exist. One can 
not avoid asking, "Were these men that courageous and re- 
sourceful? Were they so greatly concerned with the lives 
of other men that they would risk their own lives landing 
inadequate aircraft in torturous, Icy valleys? Would they 
endur the hardships and assume the added risks necessary 
for recovery and removal of the bodies when they knew, for 
certain, that the men were already dead?! Mr.Gleason as~ 
sures us that they did, From a thorough reading of the book 
| am quite willing to believe that no exaggeration is in- 
cluded. 


If these men of another time did this, 
further inquire, 'Would we? Would 1?" If we cannot answer 
in the affirmative, we must ask then, ''Why not?" Is it 
that some of our courage has been drained away during the 
intervening half century? Is it that we have lost--perhaps 
to material things--some of the strength and character that 
made us great? To me, the answer is not certain. The book 
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we are tempted to 
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"DLL'S CORNER, W6DLL" 


gives us pause to reflect.

BASIC TELEPHONE SWITCHING SYSTEMS, David Talley, W2PF, Hayden 
Book Co., N. Y., 150 pp., plus glossary and index, many 
iNust. 


This author's book on the use of carrier systems in tel- 
ephony was reviewed in an earlier issue of QCWA NEWS. The 
present book is a comprehensive account of the arrangement 
and use of automatic switching gear in telephone systems. 


As did the previous book, this one demonstrates rather 
conclusively that Mr. Talley possesses a very complete and 
detailed knowledge of the working of telephone systems. To 
comprehend the nature of the book, it is probably necessary 
to accept the idea that telephone systems are considerably 
more complex than most people---even those with engineering 
experience in associated fields--would expect. The number 
of variations and options that are employed is very large. 


Mr. Talley has approached his subject in his usual, well 
organized and concise manner. As | noted in the previous 
review, the author has an unusual ability to present his 
material in what must be close to ideal sequence. His des- 
criptions, illustrations, and functional explanations of 
each of the components are grouped in such a manner that 
you could not apply description or function to the wrong 
illustration if you tried. The writing is simple and direct. 
Mr. Talley had no need for the use of "filler" words, and 
there aren't any. The level of the book is just short of 
engineering level. In accordance with the statements in the 
authors preface, this was the Intent. Virtually no mathe- 
matics is required for reading and comprehending. 


The arrangement of the book is in ten chapters. Each of 
the chapters is divided into between five and ten sections. 
The sectioning of the chapters is not arbitrary. Where the 
technical material called for a separation, Mr. Talley has 
made one. Each chapter concludes with a set of review 
questions whereby the reader may pace his understanding of 
the material. 


It would be unfair to the book not to make a further com- 
ment on the illustrations. A typical chapter may runas 
high as 15 illustrations. Both line drawing and photographs 
are used. The line drawings are directly pertinent to the 
material at hand and unnecessary elements have been omitted 
for easier comprehension. The photography ranges from very 
good to excellent. Every one Is a professional photograph; 
not a snapshot In the bunch. In the very fewcases where 
the photographs present a moderate difficulty to interpret, 


the fault must surely be laid to the limited contrast and 
multi-lane nature of the equipment itself. 
Admittedly, the book is not for every reader, but if you 


can generate an interest in the intricacies of telephony, 
this is an excellent place to start. | should think that 
it would make an ideal preparatory guide for anyone con- 
sidering a career in this field.
